NANKING, Sept. 22.—(4)— 
Japan’s threat to rain death and 


destruction on China’s capital was 
carried out today in disregard of 
American, British, French and 
German protests against unre- 
stricted bombing of a great city. 
More than 50 Japanese planes 
took part in two raids, killing or 
wounding more than 200 Chinese 
civilians, mostly in the poorer 
quarters of the city. Scores were 
burned to death as_ incendiary 
bombs lighted tinderlike straw 
huts along the Yangtze river front 
Most of those who died were too 
feeble or helpless to join the great 
exodus to the open countryside to 
escape the death from the skies. 
After the raids United States 
Ambassador Nelson T. Johnson, 
accompanied by his entire staff, 
returned to the embassy from the 
gunboat Luzon, to which he had 
withdrawn Monday when the 
J@panese gave warning of their 
intention to subject Nanking to 
devastating air bombardment.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 22.— 
(P)—President Roosevelt, concern- 
ed over epidemics of infantile pa- 
ralysis announced today he was 
forming a national foundation to 


“lead, direct, and unify the fight 
on every phase of this sickness.” 

“The work of the new organiza- 
tion must start immediately,” said 
the President, himself a sufferer 
of the crippling disease for 16 
years. 

He said he had enlisted the “sin- 
cere interest” of several represent- 
atives* and outstanding individuals 
who are willing to initiate and 
carry on the work of the new 
foundation and its personnel would 
be announced as soon as it is com- 

pleted. 
Concerned Over Epidemics. 

“T have been very mucn con- 
cerned over the epidemics of in- 
fantile paralysis which have been 
prevalent in many cities in differ- 
ent parts of the country,” he said

Japanese Make Only Par- 
tialApology, But Britain 
Terms Incident ‘Closed’ 
in Message to Hirota. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—(#)—Brit- 
ain tonight wrote off her diplomat- 
ic ledgers her friction with Japan 
over the wounding of the British 
ambassador to China although 
Tokyo had made only partial set- 
tlement of the account as original- 
ly presented. 

The foreign office informed the 
Tokyo government it had received 
“with satisfaction” Japan’s final 
note on the affair and regarded 
“the incident as closed.” 

Envoy Wounded. 

Sir Hughe Montgomery Knatch- 
bull-Hugessen, Britain’s envoy to 
Nanking, was gravely wounded 
August 26 while motoring from 
Nanking to Shanghai. Britain, 
charging Japanese aviators with 
the attack, protested vigorously to 
Japan, demanding an apology, 
punishment for those responsible 
and guarantees afMinst further in- 
cidents of that sort. 

Japan first returned an “interim 
reply,” meeting none of these de- 
mands. The final reply, handed 
to Sir Robert L. Craigie, British 
ambassador to:Japan, by Foreign 
Minister Koki Hirota yesterday, 
made only partial compliance. 

The full apology was not forth- 
coming, although Japan formally 
expressed “deep regret,” and the 
demand for punishment only 
elicited assurances “suitable steps”

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Dete>tives meanwhile question- 
ed Arthur O'Keefe, Albany, N. Y., 
clerk, who is a brother of the ac- 
woman. O’Keefe, 43, ac- 
companied by an attorney, walked 
into a Brooklyn police station and 
asked detectives if they wished to 
talk with him.

Legion couvention and had read 
newspaper accounts of his sister’s 
implication in the Frank slaying.

He was warned not to leave the 
consulate pending further notice. 

A strong guard watched over 
Major Troncoso, governor of three 
Insurgent provinces in Spain, and 
patrols along the French frontier 
were strengthened to.avert any 
possible attempt to rescue him.

WARRIORS FOR PEACE 


Once again the news of the world links the 
United States and Great Britain as the two 
great powers aligned in the cause of world 
peace. Secretary of State Cordell Hull and 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden both 
assert, in speeches on the same day, that the 
surest road to international peace is in develop- 
ment of world commerce and the removal of 
trade barriers. 

The reciprocal trade agreements concluded 
with 16 foreign nations through the efforts of 
Secretary Hull are a step toward this desired 
end. In regard to the nations concerned, they 
go far toward a breaking down of artificial re- 
straints upon trade with this country and thus 
eliminate from future policies the strangling 
effect of unfair tariffs and preferential agree- 
ments which have, in the past, been a prolific 
source of international irritation. 

Secretary Eden revealed, in his speech, a 
fallacy which has been used by Germany and 
Italy, the two leading powers ad¥ocating force 
in consummating their ambitions, when he 
pointed out that colonies are not a fruitful 
source of raw materials. Only 3 per cent of the 
world supply of raw materials comes from colo- 
nies, he stated. 

The day wher seizure of colonial possessions 
by armed force was necessary to assist the com- 
merce and industry of any country, has passed. 
The road to economic security lies, rather, 
through encouragement of world trade which 
will make those raw materials available to any 
who can purchase them. 

A halt in the program of rearmament by the 
rival powers of EurOpe and a renewed effort to 
reopen the avenues of international commerce 
will bring far greater prosperity to all, and pro- 
vide far more employment for every nation’s 
workers, than all the activity of all the muni- 
tions plants in existence. 


DID YOU SUBSCRIBE? 

There have been, in this country, numerous 
attempts to collect funds, under one pretext or 
another, to be sent to one side or the other, for 
one use or another, in the civil war raging in 
Spain. Some of the appeals were to save the 
world from Fascism, others to rescue us all 
from Communism, some. wanted to restore 
Spanish ‘democracy, some desired to feed Span- 
ish babies and’ some wanted to send medical 
aid to the stricken‘ people. 

Since May 1 the United States’ State De- 
partment has required all organizations solicit- 
ing funds for Spain, under any pretext, to make 
detailed reports of their operations. The de- 
partment now announces that 23 such organi- 
zations have complied with this regulation. The 
published figures furnish interesting reading, 
especially to those whose dollars and cents 
helped build up the totals. 

For instance, the American Committee for 
Spanish Relief, New York, reports $30,753.96 
collected and administration and publicity ex- 
penses of $25,793.72; $16,372.11 was collected by 
the Emergency Ambulance Committee; $13,- 
162,73 by the Trade Union Relief for Spain, 
New York, and $11,832.56 which poured into the 
coffers of the Central Spanish Relief Committee 
for Republican Spain, Washington. 

A summary of the 23 organization reports 
shows $376,926.91 collected, $139,193.40 sent to 
Spain, $124,986.97 spent on publicity and ad- 
ministration and more than $100,000 on hand, 
according to figures given in the Louisville 
(Ky.) Courier-Journal. 


GENERAL EVANGELINE BOOTH 

The announced visit to Atlanta by General 
Evangeline Booth, world leader of the Salva- 
tion Army, is awaited with keen anticipation. 
General Booth is one of the outstanding per- 
sonalities of the age and her address here on 
Sunday, October 3, will attract an audience 
representing all creeds and all ranks of society. 

She is the daughter of the late General 
William Booth, founder of the Salvation Army, 
and her entire life has been devoted to the 
service of that world-wide organization. She 
was in charge of the work during the World 
War in France and many times entered the 
front line trenches, regardless of danger, to 
carry the service to the fighting men of every 
Allied nation. 

For many years she was in command of the

QUESTIONABLE “JUSTICE” 

A Pennsylvania judge has sentenced to an 
additional term a man who escaped from the 
Rockview penitentiary, in that state, and who 
has for seven years lived a “model life” in North 
Carolina. During those seven years the fugi- 
tive married, established a good home, has two 
children and, according to reports, conducted 
himself altogether as a good citizen’ should. 

Now, in addition to completion of his origi- 
nal sentence, the unfortunate man will have 
to serve from 4 to 12 additional years as pun- 
ishment for his escape. 

Regardless of the holier-than-thou attitude 
which some other states have, of recent years, 
adopted toward Georgia prison conditions, 
there has never been as cruel or unreasonable 
misapplication of justice in this state as this 
example from Pennsylvania. 

It is the universally accepted theory, today, 


that the function of a prison is, primarily, to . 


restore its inmates to good citizenship. While 
a prison is always a place of punishment for 
infringement of law, the idea of society’s re- 
venge against convicted men is relegated, by 
all right thinking men, to the dark ages. 

When the modern prison has created, out 
of a law violator, a man who will make himself, 
if liberated, a good and valuable citizen, it has 
performed its full duty. 

It is evident, by the record of the past seven 
years, that the man in the Pennsylvania case 
has_ thoroughly reformed. Impartial justice 
would haye returned him to his family in North 
Carolina with the words of Him who taught 
mercy to mankind, “Go, and sin no more.” 


UNNECESSARY TRAGEDIES 


If the federal administration, as predicted 
by some officials, conducts a special survey of 
unemployment among middle-aged men, the 
statistics revealed will cover many tragedies of 
modern life which have been caused by nothing 
more than a mistaken theory. 


The argument that the man of 45 or 50 
years of age is of no value in industriel and 


commercial life of today is a cruel falsity pro- 


mulgated by self-centered efficiency theorists. 

At 50 the man who has taken reasonably 
good care of his health, who has devoted his 
working years to faithful service and who has 
conducted his life as a good citizen should, is at 
the height of his powers and ability. He is the 
most valuable employe available for the ma- 
jority of positions. He still has energy and any 
loss of youthful exuberance is more than offset 
by experience and reliability. 


There has been too great a tendency in re- 
cent years, to conclude arbitrarily that, simply 
because a man has reached the middle years of 
life, his value as a worker is on the downgrade. 
The finest achievements have been those of men 
in their fifties and sixties. The most impor- 
tant offices in the nation are given to men of 
such an age. In fact, in the truly responsible 
posts, both in public office and in private enter- 
prise, the man of 50 is considered unusually 
young. 

If the wisdom of age is of such value in the 
highest executive posts, it is likewise valuable 
in the less important positions. The employer 
who considers such an age sufficient cause. 
alone, for dismissal is not only unjust and 
heartless to the individual, but is injuring his 
own organization by depriving it of much need- 
ed training, loyalty and experience.

A MODERN ARMY. 
(From the Chicago Tribune) 

While the American people enjoy the benefits 
of the most advanced political institutions and 
their industry is foremost for productive energy, 
high organization, resourcefulness and progres- 
Siveness, their military organization is still re- 
ee by outworn conceptions inherited from the 

st. 


Perhaps this is natural in an unmilitary people, 


' Who look upon war,.in spite of their own experi- 


ence, as an improbable interruption of their civil- 
ian activities and confidently count every war 
they fight as the last. Nevertheless they are not 
So optimistic:as to dispense with an army and a 
navy, and theoretically their defense agencies 
should be characterized by the qualities that dis- 
tinguish American civil echievement. 

The American army -is only modern in detail, 
whereas it needs a basic reorganization to bring 
it up to the level of efficiency under modern con- 
ditions of warfare. 

Each arm of the service and each department or 
bureau has its own ambitions and jealousies. The 
main arms are no longer properly divided as in 
the days ‘when cavalry rode horses and infantry 
only carried its muskets or rifles. The old demar- 
cations are obsolete and tactics are rapidly being 
transformed. The old historical organizations 
should be abandoned in toto, not clung to in obe- 
dience to precedents now without basis in reali- 
ties or through service pride or inertia. There 
should be a single list of officers with men as- 
signed to different weapons, and when these 
weapons become obsolete the men should be re- 
assigned to other weapons. Classification, in other 
words, should be made upon the basis of modern 
realities, not upon past conditions. 

This reform is a fundamental requirement’ of 
the highest military efficiency and should not be 
held back by tradition, with the artillery and in- 
fantry squabbling for the possession of the new 
weapons, field artillery and coast artillery fight- 
ing each other, and obsolete branches of the serv- 
ice fighting for self-preservation. This is turmoil, 
not the co-operation essential to the evolution of 
a modern instrumentality of national defense, a 
co-opehration more than ever difficult in a period 
of radical transition compelled by the advance of 
science and invention. The higher control of our 
army affairs should be more conscious of its duty 
to rise above the habits of thought and particular 
loyalties and ambitions which protect organization 
surviving from the long past. It should face pres- 
ent realities and impose its authority to compel 
a reorganization of the whole establishment in 
conformity with principles ef the highest modern 
efficiency.

Then, there is also in the speech 
the reference to the constitution as 
a “layman’s contract,” the em- 
phasis that it was “a charter of 
general principles,” expressive of 
“eternal verities.” “The constitu- 
tion,” said the President, “says 
nothing about any power of the 
supreme court to declare legisla- 
tion unconstitutional. Again and 
again the convention (constitu- 
tional) voted down legislation to 
give justices of the court a veto 
over legislation.”

The inference likely to be drawn 
from the above passage may be 
definitely misleading. It reinforces 
an opinion recently broadly dis- 
seminated that the power of ju- 
dicial review was never intended 
by the framers of the constitution, 
but was usurped. If that were 
true, then it has been usurped ever 
since the Madison-Marburg case, 
which was ruled on by the su- 
preme court while most of the 
signers of the constitution were 
still alive, and not one of them 
protested that the court in ruling 
on the issue had overstepped its 
powers. : The power of judicial re- 
view is implicit in a written con- 
stitution, and was made brilliantly 
clear by the framers themselves. 
For those who doubt it, I warmly 
recommend reading the seventy- 
eighth and eighty-first chapters of 
“The Federalist,” which are as 
clear on this matter as any words 
can possibly be. 

* ¢ « 

What the convention voted down 
time and again was the so-called 
Madison proposal, giving the su- 
preme court the same sort of veto 
power over the acts of the legisla- 
ture that the President has. Under 
this proposal, all legislation would 
automatically have been submit- 
ted to the supreme court, and a 
supreme -court veto could then 
only have been overruled by a 
two-thirds vote of corigress. Mr. 
Morris Ernst has “suggested that 
the constitution be amended to 
permit congress to overrule a su- 
preme court legal decision by a 
two-thirds vote, and he calls his 
proposal “the Madison amend- 
ment,” which is a grotesque dis- 
tortion of Madison’s idea. For 
Madison wanted to make the court 
more powerful, not less so, by giv- 


of the enactment of any legislation. 
Madison was one of the three col- 
laborators of “The Federalist,” and 
to charge that he was opposed to 
the power of judicial review is to 
distort the facts for the ignorant. 
It was against this veto power on 
all legislation that Washington, 
Franklin, and others fulminated. 

The supreme court cannot act, 
ever, on its own initiative. It can 
only rule if a state, corporation, or 
individual challenge before it an 
act of legislation on the ground 
of its constitutionality. Not even 
the great liberal modern interpre- 
ters of the constitution—in so far 
as they are scholars and not care- 
less pamphleteers—have been able 
to justify the impiications of the 
President’s speech. Professor 
Charles Beard, for instance, dis- 
missed them years .ago.

That is the essence of the quar- 
rel that many of us have with the 
New Deal. That is the very essence 
of the difference between consti- 
tutional government and the kind 
of government that exists in the 
dictatorships. In one there is gov- 
ernment by Jaw; in the other gov- 
ernment by officials, who use their 
own judgment as to what consti- 
tutes “positive and definite harm 
to the majority.”

Mr. Roosevelt, to take a specific 
instance,. wants us to hand over to 
a commission of a few men re- 
sponsible only to him, the power 
to fix, within limits, the wage and 
hour rates for the whole of indus- 
try, with differentials for different 
parts of the country. These offi- 
cials would have the power to de- 
prive many persons of what they 
have thougnt, until now, to be 
liberties. Their decrees would have 
the force of. law. No doubt they 
would act according to their own 
standards of what constitutes the 
public good, but they might act 
according to quite different stand- 
ards, such as what constitutes the 
good of a certain political party. 

Actually, m the modern world, 
and in most democratic states, 
there is considerable of such regu- 
lation, andi legislation, made by in- 
dependent bodies to whom power 
is delegated by legislatures. But 
+here is also, everywhere, the rec- 
ognition that it is a highly dan- 
gerous procedure, and many 
checks are placed about it. For 
one thing, these officials are made 
members of s rigorous civil serv- 
ice and completely divorced from 
party: politics. But there is no in- 
dication, from the past four years 
of our history, that such officials 
would not be head over heels in 
politics. We have seen the Treas- 
ury Department called up to make 
a ballyhoo punitive campaign 
against those whom the admin- 
istration chooses to regard as its 
enemies, and we have seen one of 
its officials resign on the ground 
that to participate in such a cam- 
paign was an infringement of his 
oath of office.

The difference between liberties 
restricted by law and liberties re- 
stricted by government, is just all 
the difference between constitu- 
tional and representative govern- 
ment, functioning continually, and 
plebiscite government functioning 
periodically and turning over the 
interim—and most important—ac- 
tivities to irresponsible, authorita- 
rian officials, responsble not to the 
people but to the President. We 
could pass a law saying that no 
man or woman might be en:ployec 
in any manufacturing, mining or 
processing industry for more than 
44 hours a week, except with 
overtime pv»y, or for less than 40 
cents an nour. That would still be 
a limitation on liberties, but it 
would be by a universally applica- 
ble law. That would be an entirely 
different thing from empowering 
a presidential board to issue 
edicts for marv and various enter- 
prises, the edict to be one thing in 
one part of the country, another 
in another, one thing in one in- 
dustry, another in another, sub- 
ject to change and readiustment 
as the authorities saw fit, at any 
moment. 

There is rio good telling any in- 
telligent American that this is not 
a compleely new and different 
sort of intringement of liberties. 
It is so different that all nine su- 
preme court justces have declared 
that this sort of procedure is un- 
constitutional.

Members who voted for Mr. 
Justice Black have now admitted 
that they did so on second-hand 
assurance that he did not belong 
to the Ku Klux Klan and that they 
would have turned him down had 
they known that: he did belong. 
But they did not violate senatorial 
courtesy to the extent of putting 
the question to him, preferring, in- 
stead, to rely on his own appre- 
ciation of that courtesy by which 
they set so much store themselves. 


Answering Any man not a 
‘ member of the club, 
Questions jowever, woul 
have been required to answer di- 
rect questions, and the Department 
of Justice, which also waived its 
normal duty in an extension of the 
senatorial courtesy toward Mr. 
Justice Black, would have combed 
its record from his kindergarten, 
days to make sure that he never 
canned a dog, whispered in class 
or dumped over a little edifice on 
Halloween.

Modernization Plan _  In- 
volves Lighter Intermedi- 


~ ate Fields Here.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—An 
airways construction program in- 
volving the expenditure of ap- 


proximately $200,000 for the im- 
provement of airways  establish- 
ments on the Atlanta-Charleston 
run, New Orleans-Atlanta and 
San Antonio-Fort Worth-Jackson, 
Miss., Atlanta and Jacksonville 
lines, together with new air navi- 
gation facilities at the Savannah, 
Macon and Alma (Ga.) fields was 
announced here today by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Daniel C. Ro- 


per. 

The last congress appropriated 
$3,000,000 for establishment of air 
navigation facilities during the 
current fiscal year, with the pro- 
viso that the secretary of com- 
merce could incur additional con- 
tractural obligations not exceed- 
ing $2,000,000 prior to June 30, 
1938, and could incur further con- 
tract obligations not exceeding $2,- 
000,000 prior to June 30, 1939. This 
in effect provides for a $7,000,000 
airways construction and improve- 
ment program, although only three 
million dollars of the total are 
available for expenditure in the 
present fiscal year, 

System Modernization. 


“The first five million dollars 
available,” the secretary said, “are 
being applied to the modernization 
and improvement of the existing 
federal airways system.” 

On the Atlanta-Charleston air 
route, the secretary estimates that 
$163,000 will be spent before the 
close of the 1938 fiscal year. The 
aids to be installed on this route 
will include lighted intermediate 
landing fields, airways beacon 
lights, radio range and communi- 
cation stations and teletype com- 
munication circuits. where these 
may be required to furnish ade- 
quate weather reporting, he de- 
clared. 

Radio Installations. 

In addition to these improve- 
ments, radio range and radio-tele- 
phone transmitting stations will 
be constructed at Atlanta and Al- 
ma to replace old and obsolescent 
individual radio range and radio 
communication stations; a new si- 
multaneous transmisison — radio 
range and telephone station at Sa- 
vannah and a medium low-pow- 
ered loop type radio range mark- 
er at Macon. 

Before actual construction of 
these improvements can be ac- 
tually started, surveys and ground 
and air studies will have to be 
made, according to Secretary Ro- 
per, but his engineers hopes to 
have the national airways program 
completed before the close of the 
next fiscal year.

Text of Roosevelt's Gis 


On New Paralysis F oundation | 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 2 
(AP) — The text of President 
Roosevelt’s statement announcing 
the formation of a new founda- 
tion to unify the fight against in- 
fantile paralysis follows: 

I have been very much con- 
cerned over the epidemics of in- 
fantile paralysis which have been 
prevalent in many cities in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. I 
have had reports from many 
areas in which» this. disease is 


again spreading its destruction. 

And once again there is 
brought forcibly to my mind the 
constantly increasing accumula- 
tion of ruined lives—which must 
continue unless this disease can 
be brought under control and its 
after-effects properly treated. 

My own personal experience in 
the work that we have been doing 
at the Georgia Warm Springs 
Foundation for over 10 years, 
leads me to the very definite con- 
clusion that the best results in 
attempting to eradicate this dis- 
ease cannot be secured by ap- 
proaching the problem through 
any single one of its aspects, 
whether that be preventive 
studies in the laboratory, emer- 
gency work during epidemics, or 
after treatment. 

Study Treatment. 

For over 10 years at the foun- 
dation of Warm Springs, Ga., we 
have devoted our effort almost 
entirely to the study of improved 
treatment of the after effects of 
the illness. During these years 
other agencies. which we have 
from time to time assisted, have 
devoted their energies to other 
phases of the fight. 

I firmly believe that the’ time 
has now arrived when the whole 
attack on this plague should be 
led and directed, though not con- 
trolled, by one national body. 
And it is for this purpose that a 
new national foundation for in- 
fantile paralysis is being created. 

As I have said, the general pur- 
pose of the new foundation will 
be to lead, direct, and unify the 
fight on every phase of this siclt- 
ness. It will make every effort 
to ensure that every responsible 
research agency in this country is 
adequately financed to carry on 
investigations into the cause of 
infantile paralysis and the meth- 

by which it may be pre- 
vented. 

It will endeavor to eliminate 
much of the needless after-effect 
of this disease—wreckage caused 
by the failure to make early and 
accurate diagnosis of its pres- 
ence. 

We all know that improper 
care during the acute stage of the 


diséase, and the use of antiquated

cal supervision, and this will 
be placed within the reach of the 
doctors and the hospitals of the 
country 

The Y peaileina ogee is in 
reality the front line fighter of 
the sickness, and there’ is much 
existing valuable knowledge that 
should .be disseminated to ayer 

And then there is also the tre- 
mendous problem as to what is to 
be done with those hundreds of 
thousands already ruined by the 
after effects of this affliction. To 
investigate, to study, to develop 
every medical possibility of en- 
abling those so afflicated to be- 
come economically independent 
in their local communities will 
be one of the chief aims of the 
new foundation. 

Those who today are fortunate 
in being in full possession of their 
muscular power naturally do not 
understand. what it means to. 
human being paralyzed by this 
disease to have that powerless- 
ness lifted even to a small degree. 

It means the difference be- 
tween a human being dependent 
on others, and an individual who 
van be wholly independent. The 
public has little conception of the 
patience and time and expense 
necessary to accomplish such re- 
sults. But the results are of the 
utmost importance to the individ- 


ual. 
Work is Urgent. 

The work of the new organiza- 
tion must start immediately. _ It 
cannot be delayed. Its activities 
will include’ among many others 
those of the Georgia Warm 
Springs Foundation. of which I 
have been president since its in- 
ception. I shall continue as pres- 
ident of that foundation. 

But in fairness to my official 
responsibilities, I cannot at this 
time take a very active part in 
the much broader work that will 
be carried out by the new founda- 
tion, and I therefore do not feel 
that I should now hold any of- 
ficial position in it. 

However, because I am whole- 
heartedly in this cause, I have 
enlisted the sincére interest of 
several representatives and out- 
standing individuals who are 
willing to initiate and carry on 
the work of the new foundation. 
Its personnel will be announced 
as soon as it is completed.

Speaking at the opening of the 
148th academic year of Columbia 
University, of which he is the 
president, Dr. Butler said: 

“The challenge to believers in 
liberty is imperative and instant. 
The attempt of the dictator to ex- 
pand his authority over other 
lands and other peoples must be 
met and faced by free people who 
have been stirred to see, to under- 
stand, to think: and to act. 

“There is no other way in which 
the paradox of despotism can be 
brought to an end. In such a con- 
test between ruling ideas and the 
policies which they compel, ll 
nations and every human being 
are involved, whether that fact be 
at once realized or not. Neutrality 
would be immorality.” 

Compared with “the active and 
carefully thought-out demonstra- 
tions of ambition and power by 
the dictatorships of Japan, Italy 
and Germany, he said, the dicta- 
torship of Communist Russia “is 
far less threatening.”

Sentences totaling from 20 to 40 
years in the chain gang were dealt 
out yesterddy to Walter Kimball, 
“Fa- 
gin,” who pleaded guilty to 27 out 
of 28 counts of burglary against 
him in Fulton criminal court. 

The negro now faces trial in 
DeKalb county for 12 counts of 
Druid Hills burglaries, it was said, 
and will probably plead guilty be- 
fore Judge James C. Davis in De- 
catur Saturday. 

Fourteen other negroes, arrested 
in connection of the north side 
Atlanta activities of Kimball dur- 
ing which more than $15,000 in 
stolen loot was piled up, are ex- 
pected to be indicted next week. 

“When a man leaves his home 
in the summer for a hard-earned 
vacation, he deserves to have his 
house protected from burglars, and 
I’m going to see that such protec- 
tion is provided,” Judge.

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SALT OF SEA AND LAND. 
IV—Avery Island. 

Along the coast of Louisiana is 
Avery island. It is not large when 
compared to many islands, but it is 
important in the history of the salt 
industry. 

' Not quite a century and a half 
ago, a man went deer hunting 
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there. Growing thirsty, he stooped 
to take a drink from a spring of 
clear water. The first sip made him 
stop drinking, for the water was 
very salty. At the moment, he was 
sorry, but later he began to think 
of the value of having a salt spring 
near by. Water from the spring 


of salt for table use was obtained. 
Avery island was so named be- 
cause it was owned by the Avery 
family. A member of that family— 


mined from Avery island. 
famous salt 


came there to obtain salt. The 
“big bone” part of the name arose 
from the finding of large bones of 
animals around the spring. 

The bones include those of the 
elk, the buffalo, the mastodon, the 
elephant and the musk-ox. There 
were no elephants or mastodons on 
our continent when it was ex- 
plored in eerly days, but the big 
animals roamed about North 
America !cng ago. 

There is a swampy region 
around Big Bone Lick, and animals 
often were trapped in it when they 
went to get the brine. This ex- 
plains why so many bones of early 
animals nave been saved. | 

Until the present century Can- 
ada did not mine a great deal of 
salt. The reduction in 1901 was 
not quite 60,000 tons. Since that 
date the Canadian salt industry 
has grown swiftly, and in a recent 
year rose to more than 320,000 


Much of Canada’s salt has been 
obtained from wells in southwest- 
ern Ontario. Several other prov- 
inces also have important salt 
wells or mires. 

One of tne world’s great “sun- 
made salt plants” is located at the 
southern end of San Francisco bay. 


Large stretches of low land are 


used to receive sea water which 
comes in at high tide. The water is 
pumped from pond to pond after it 
enters the intake gates. The ponds 
vary in size and shape—many of 
them from 2 to 50 acres, 

The sun dries up the water, leav- 
ing layers of salt several inches 
deep. After being “harvested” with 
shovels or by power machines, the 
crude salt is washed. Later much 
of it is refined to be sold for table 
use,

Mr. Robert took the matter up 
with the President at the request 
of Edgar B. Dunlap, of Gainesville, 
who will head a citizens’ commit- 
tee which later will come _ to 
‘Washington to present a formal 
invitation for the visit. 

The monument to be dedicaed 
will commemorate the visit of 
President Roosevelt to Gainesville 
after the disastrous storm of last 
year, and the aid given by the 
government in reconstruction. 
Built of Georgia marble, it will 
contain a bronze plaque of the 
President, with appropriate in- 
scription. 3 

Following his custom long stand- 
ing Mr. Roqsevelt plans to go to 
Georgia for the annual Thanksgiv- 
ing Day dinner of the Warm 
Springs Foundation, of which he 
is the honorary head.

Fort, meantime, declined to tell 
newsmén whether he and Black 
were fellow members of the Klan.

: Coercion Charged. 

Company officials had ‘the in- 
junction filed in court charging 
the CIO organizers and members 
with acts of “coercion, intimidation 
and assault” of non-union work- 
ers who sought to return to their 


obs. 

After Judge Virlyn B. Moore 
signed the temporary restraining 
order and set the hearing for Oc- 
tober 1, CIO union officials issued 
a statement denying allegations in 
the petition. 

Named as defendants were the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers of North Amrica; Noel 
R. Beddow and the Rev. Thomas 
V. Pate, both of Birmingham, rep- 
resentatives of the CIO affiliated 
SWOC; Local Lodge No. 1970, 
consisting of bed company’s work- 
ers and 27 individual members 
of the local union. 

Warehouse “Visit.” 

Following the calling of a strike, 
“without any provocation or 
cause,” the petition charged, CIO 
members of the local lodge went 
through warehouses of the com- 
pany “pointing pistols” at the_col- 
ored employes, telling them to 
leave the plant or be “injured or 
killed.” At the time, it was said, 
the men wore CIO buttons in 
their lapels. 

Two plant foremen were threat- 

ened at the point of guns and 
warned not to return to work, the 
petition naming certain members 
of the local union as the ones who 
made the threats. 
- The foremen were advised that 
the CIO would not permit anyone 
to go to work “and that anyone 
who knew what was good for him 
would stay away from work or 
else there would be bloodshed,” 
petitioners charged. 

Other defendants hurled rocks 
through windows of a taxicab con- 
veying colored employes of the 
plant to work, punctured tires of 
other employes’ automobiles, and 
turned over the automobiles of two 
workers who refused to join the 
union, the petition set out. 

Three other employes were “as- 
saulted and brutally beaten by the 
defendants” as the nonunion men 
returned to their homes from the 
plant, it was charged. 

Allegations Denied. 

Denying the allegations of the 
petition, CIO officials said that 
none of their organizers or pickets 
had anything to do with activities| 2” 
of a violent nature. 

G. R. Hathaway, president of the 
local lodge, on the other hand 
charged that foremen in the plant 
had practiced “discrimination and 
intimidation” against members of 
the union. 

In a statement prepared Tues- 
day and released yesterday, the 
Rev. Thomas V. Pate said that 
strikers had confined their activi- 
ties to peaceful picketing and ac- 
cused guards of the company with 
performing the acts set out in the 
petition in order “to get more of 
their friends on the pay roll as 
guards.” 

The petition was filed by the 
law firm of Harold M. Hirsch and 
Marion Smith for Robert W. 
Schwab, president of the bed com- 
pany.
